then the descendants of Ala Eddin 
have invested the sultan by girding 
him with Osman’s sword. 
T he Tchelebi and his 
followers, 
who are rieh in land aud live in a 
monastery at Koniah in Asia Minor, 
are known to the European world aa 
dancing dervishes. 
A dervish can be 
either a dancing or a howling dervish, ! 
but a dancing dervish ranks higher ’ 
than his howling brother. Their cere­ 
mony, as performed iu a stifling hall 
on Tuesdays and Fridays in Pera or 
Scutari, seems to the tourist rather 
comical, but behind it lies that deep 
reverence for the prophet and the 
fanaticism 
of 
the 
faithful. 
It 
is 
through the dervishes that the Turk­ 
ish masses understand their religion. 
Therefore, they are not to be des­ 
pised. even by the tourist, whilst to 
the historian they form a link 
be­ 
tween modern religion and the long- 
forgotten practices of ancient Egypt. 
Each dervish, on entering Tchele- 
bl s monastery, has to take a vow of 
chastity, poverty and obedience, his 
calling answering to that of the monk 
of western ideas. All the same they 
are allowed to marry and have a 
house In the town, though they must 
pass at least two nights a week in 
their monastery. 
Neither do 
they 
keep strictly to the vow of poverty, 
for besides a trade, many get large 
sums as presents from the faithful. 
Humility of soul they profess; but no 
man has a prouder manner and ex­ 
terior than a dervish. The monastery 
of Koniah, over which Tchelebi rules, 
is very large indeed; but the usual 
number of inmates in such places is 
about 40. Their chief is called a sheik 
or Grand Mufti. 
They get their food 
and dodging free, and are supposed 
to take their meals alone in their 
cells.

ed in active ministerial work, be­

will not make the demagogic 
talk that I do not care to Im* gov­ 
ernor of Oklahoma.” said Rev. Mr. 
Cameron today, “for I would like to 
be governor, as I think every man 
in the state would like to !>e. I be­ 
lieve I 'm ight have won the guberna­ 
torial 
nomination, but 
for several 
reasons I decided to remain out of 
the race and strand for re-election. I 
could not afford to make the can­ 
vass for governor. Then I fee! that 
I could lie of greater service lo the

"As Territorial 
superintendent 
I 
organized all but four of the coun­ 
ties, and as state superintendent I 
have charge of the organization of

or 
any otiher place injurious to health 
or morals, or especially hazardous to 
life or limb. All children under the 
age of sixteen and all girls and wo­ 
men are prohibited from 
working 
under ground In any mine or quarry.- 
All girls under the age of 16 are 
prohibited from selling newspapers 
or 
periodicals on 
the streets 
out of door place® in the cities. 
Section 6 of the bill .provides that 
no child under the age of 16 years 
shall be employed, permitted or suf­ 
fered to work in any gainful occupa­ 
tion except agriculture or domestic 
service, more than eight hours in 
any one day, allowing one hour each 
day for noon day -meal and rest, or 
more than forty hours, in any one 
week. During the time that a child 
is at -work at such occupation the 
employee must provide suitable seats 
and permit their use so far as the 
nature of the work allows. 
The law provides that employers 
must keep at their place of business 
a certificate ot schooling showing the 
name of the child and: certifying that 
said child can read and write simple 
sentences in the ‘English language 
and that the child attended school 
during the full school term of the 
preceding year.
